John Kut/.borsky, president of the 
Scgelke & Kohlhaus 
Manufacturing 
company, died yesterday afternoon at 
his home on the Mormon Coulee road 
at the age of 83 years after an illness 
ot pneumonia for ten days. 
Mr. Kutz- 
borsky wa* a pioneer of western Wis 
cousin and one of the hest known citi­ 
zens throughout this section of the 
state. 
In t h e • German-American class he 
was known as a leader and one who 
had devoted his toil and energy t« 
building up La Crosse with a merit 
orious line of goods. 
Conservative. 
he assisted materially in the welfare 
of La Crosse during his residence oi 
over fifty years. 
Mr. Kutzborsky was born April 23. 
1826 in the province of Prussia, Ger­ 
many. 
The home town was Milken, 
near Loetzen. 
On Get. 17, 1853. he 
left Hamburg for the United States, 
where he planned to begin life. 
The 
great northwest, with its boundless 
resources was to be the stopping place 
of Mr. Kutzborsky. 
He arrived at 
New Orleans Dec. 23, and started for 
Chicago at once, arriving there on 
March 17, 1854. 
He remained there 
one year. 
Start for the west was made, blit 
the illness of J. Kohlhaus caused the 
party to turn back. 
On Aug. I, 1855. 
Mr. Kutzborsky arrived in La Crosse 
having remained with his sick com­ 
panion until that time.

followed ten days later and this city 
was chosen by the two as their home.
